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Glades Schools 
Descend Rank 
Of Accreditation 


Glades High Schools, to- 
gether with all other Palm 
Beach County senior public 
high schools, remain fully ac- 
credited for 1967-68 by the 
Southern Association of Col- 
leges and Schools. it has been 
announced. 

However, an analysis of this 
years report covering all 15 
Schools with grades 10-12 
shows there has been a slip in 
the detailed ratings compared 
with last year, Overall, this de- 
cline is seen to center around 
a shortage of teachers certified 
in various subjects, so that an 
increasing number of Palm 
Beach County classroom (each- 
ers are instructing "out of 
field,” There are also over- 
crowded conditions in several 
of the schools. 

The Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools is the na- 
tionally accepted accrediting 
agency for 11 Southern states 
and its standards are related 
to those of other regional As- 
sociations of Colleges and 
Schools. This affords industry 
and individuals a nationally 
accepted “measuring rod.” 

There are four degrees of 
accreditation: All Clear; Ad- 
vised (Minor Defects); Warn- 
ed (Major Defects); Probation. 
‘Schools within these four cate- 
gories. remain accredited, but 
the degrees of accreditation can 
drop next year. if defects are 
neither repaired. nor planned 
for improvement.

, ed, in thy. Warned iria 
tion categories. 

Defects listed are: Belle 
Glade High School, Warned. 
In 1966 it was in the advised 
category. Defects are 29 class 
es with „teachers out of field 
and facilities ned enlarging 
and renovation, especially in 
music, administration and stor- 
age areas. 

Lake! Shore. Junior-Senior 
High School. warned for the 
second year. Defécts are an 
overcrowded plant, 13 porta- 
bles, 2/5 more counselors need- 
ed, one counselor not certified. 
30 classes with teachers out of 
field, seven overloads (more 
than 150 students per day) and 
remedia! reading programs 
needed 

Pahokee High School, Warn- 
ed. In 1966 the school was in 
the advised category. Teuchers 
out of field in 26 glasses was 
listed as the defect. 

East Lake School was moved 
to Probation from the warned 
category this year. Defects are 
18 classes with teachers out of 
field, and inadequate facilities. 
This school is in its final year 
as a senior high school. Grades 
here next year will cover 
through the ninth grade

THE LESSON OF BRITAIN 


In reviewing the tragic situa- 
tion in which Britons find 
themselves under Wilsonian so- 
cialism, Ameritans should not 
imagine that Britain is the only 
free-world nation in financial 
trouble. Britain is simply an 
especially horrid example of the 
evils of socialism. The United 
States, unfortunately, is not far 
behind. 

The Johnson Great Society 
engages in the same general 
type of activity that has caused 
Britain to devalue the pound 
sterling. Incentives to invest- 
ment have been reduced as a 
sesult of ever-mounting federal 
taxation of personal and cor- 
porate income, Big Labor has 
been encouraged by the poli- 
tical powers-that-be in Wash- 
ington to ride high in the sad- 
dle. The emphasis on handouts 
instead of self-reliance is as 
characteristic of Washington 
as it is of London. 

Like Prime Minister Wilson, 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
has declined to tell the Amer- 
ican people the truth, the whole 
and nothing but the truth con- 
cerning the nation's financial 
condition.

TEMPORARY TAX? 


In the nation's capital the word “temporary” 
often has a definition not found in the dictionary. 
All too frequently in Washington “temporary” 
simply means “permanent.” Remember the “tem- 
pora buildings that were still standing 
decades later, the “temporary” commissions that 
never finish their assignments? Certainly none of 
us can forget the “temporary” taxes that have been 
imposed upon us. 


Here’s one example; in June 1932, Congress 
levied a tax of one cent a gallon on gasoline as a 
temporary measure. It was described as an emer- 
gency step to help the Federal government meet the 
inancial crisis brought on by the depression. This 
tax produced $57 million revenue in its first year. 


Thirty-four years later and with a rate of four 
cents a gallon, the tax yielded $2.9 billion, bringing 
the total since 1932 to nearly $33 billion. In 1967, 
this "temporary" tax is expected to have an even 
higher yield. 

We are not raising the question here of whether 
the gasoline tax is good or bad, but we are stressing 
the fact that “temporary” in Federal language may 
mean “forever.” During the Korean war many ex- 
cise taxes were enacted to help pay for the conflict. 
However, a great many of these so-called temporary 
taxes have been retained either at the same rate or in 
ightly modified form. 


This phenomenon of government should be 
borne in mind when there's talk of new or increased 


taxes.

We are approaching the sea- 
son when snow birds fly south 
and among them are an assort- 
ment of crooks and racketeers 
who make a comfortable liv- 
ing by gyping unsuspecting 
Floridians with fradulent sch- 
emes. 

Their favorite victim is the 
home owner, the retiree, the 
widow, and each year they 
gather in millions of dollars 
from unsuspecting victims. 

hese swindlers use the mail, 
the telephone and the door- 
bell to reach you and are pre- 
pared to take you for anything 
from a few dollars to thou- 
sands. 

Maybe- you need house re- 
pairs, painting, a new roof or 
your driveway needs resurfac- 
ing. You may have delayed 
having the work done because 
of cost estimates given you by 
reputable firms so when some 
one comes along and offers to 
do the job for one-third to one- 
half the price you were pre- 
viously quoted, it isn't hard to 
get your interest and before 
you know it you fall for a 
slick scheme to get your mon- 
ey and give you little or noth- 
ing in return. 

A sweet voice on the phone 
informs you that you have been 
selected to receive a free tele- 
vision set if you are willing to 
coopérate in advertising a new 
type of aluminum siding. Your 
home will be equipped with 
this marvelous new product 
and you only pay half the re- 
gular price, Show it to your 
neighbors and friends and every 
sale made as a result will fur- 
ther reduce your cost as you 
will receive a substantial com- 
mission. You are informed that 
many folks have not only re- 
ceived the television set, had 
their home improved and on 
top of that made hundreds of 


dollars in commission. 

The woods are full of in- 
spectors who will inspect your 
home for termite damage, wir- 
ing, or other faults, free of 
charge. They will repair а 


leaky roof, resurface your 
drive way or provide other 
services at ridiculously low 
prices. 


You can be sure that before 
you are approached by these 
swindlers they have carefully 
checked up on you. They 
know whether or not you have 
money in the bank and that if 
they get your name on the dot- 
ted line they can collect. 

Your local police and your 
local Better Business Bureau 
can tell you that unles you are 
on guard you can be taken for 


every cent you have. They are 


familiar with most of the 
swindles being practiced today 
and before you sign anything 
or accept the word of slick 
salesmen you should check on 
them. Íf you do contract for 
any work be sure it is with a 
reputable firm, long establish- 
ed and approved by local au- 
thorities. 

Space does not permit a list- 
ing of all the swindles being 
practiced today but you can 
take my word for it, there are 
plenty so before you open your 
door to an itinerant salesman, 
place faith in a telephone soli- 
Citation, or draw any money 
out of the bank, think twice.

Answer No, unless the re- 
gistrant supplies you with writ- 
ten authorization for access to 
his file. The records contained 
in a registrant's file, including 
his address, are confidential 

Question: 1 have been noti- 
fied the State Appeal Board has 
turned down my request for 
deferment in Class П-А by a 
vote of 4 to 1. 1 am going to 
file an appeal with the Presi- 
dential Appeal Board. Do-1 
have any appeal rights beyond 
that point if I don't get a I-A 
classification from that Board? 

Answer: No. The classifi- 
cation given by the National 
Selective Service Appeal Board

Gardening Tips 


Common sense says that plants 
and girls in ‘miniskirts will 
to cover up if they are going 
to keep warm this winter. 
Some tender young beauties 
in shorts claim warmth from 
a mink stole. But plants aren't 
talking. They need more of the 
anatomy covered because their 


lower limbs are subject to 
freezing. 
Instead of collecting” fur 


pieces, check around the neigh- 
borhood for more practical ma- 
terials. These include wood, 
cloth, paper. Spanish moss, 
pine straw and plastics 

Earth is also valuable when 
banking young citrus trees 
from a freeze. But with the 
high cost of real estate, the 
neighbors will prefer that you 
use your own soil. 

If you cover shrubs with 
plastic bags, be sure to set 
them free shortly after "Ole Sol 
melts the frost. Otherwise a 
prized ornamental may be 
stewed in its own juice inside 
this collector of sun rays. 

Frost has no terrors in gar- 
dens of well-adapted plants 
But during the sudden cold 
wave following a prolonged 
warm period some plants need 
a helping hand. 

This means putting a blan- 
ket around “the plants, or sup- 
plying heat. Plants are covered 
to slow down the rate at which 
the heat already in the plant is 
lost by radiation. 

In this case the frost dam- 
age is mostly mechanical. That 
is, sharp sided ice crystals that 
form inside the leaves and 
tender plant stems puncture 
cell walls of plant tissue, caus- 
ing death to that portion of the 
plant. a 

1f cold air drifting down from 
Yankeeland is already below 
freezing, it quickly absorbs the 
heat from the ornamentals and 
is likely to kill the less hardy 
plants 46 the ground. 

We natives call this a hard 


freeze, while Chamber of 
Commerce employees soften 
the term to "unusual cold 
wave." 

Covering plants during a 
hard freeze is not very effect- 
ive unless you can prevent the 
icy wind from coming in con- 
tact with the plant. 

During a cold, windy night, 
a light bulb under an airtight 
cover may give a small plant 
the same protection as 9 green- 
house. Oil heaters can be used 
to warm larger plants covered 
by giant-size sheets of builder's 
plastic. 

On an icy night heat is vi- 
tal and not smoke, in spite of 
a popular misconception, So, it 
is a waste of time burning a 
pile of leaves to smoke up the 
neighborhood unless you have 
devised a way to produce more 
heat than smoke. 

The first line of defense in 
guarding against cold injury is 
to plant only those trees and 
shrubs that are completely 
hardy in your locality. This 
doesn't mean that you should 
such plants should not be the 
framework ot the garden. 
not grow tender plants, but 

Regard the less hardy orna- 
mentals for their beauty, and 
don't plant them in a spot that 
will leave a serious hole in the 
garden composition when a 
hard freeze inevitably kills them 
to the ground. 

The second line of defense 
against cold injury is to have 
plant tissue as fully mature as 
possible when freezing tem- 
peratures occur. 

The problem in Florida is 
that many plants from warmer 
regions fail to stop growing so 
as fo mature their tissue during 
mild autumn and winter. 

If you ever find a sure-fire 
way to produce dormancy in 
plants ahead of every freeze. 
then shout it from the rooltop. 
because it will be the discovery 
of the century.

Florida Has 
63 New Units 
Of Government 


Floridians have created 63 
new governmental units, all be- 
low the the state level, during 
the past five years, the Florida 
State- Chamber of Commerce 
reported in its Weekly Business 
Review released yesterday. 

“At the first of this year, 
there were 760 units of local 
government in Florida which 
have been set up by Florida 
voters to provide specific gov- 
ernmental services. In 1962 
these governmental units num- 
bered 697'and stood at 672 in 
1957. 

"The trend toward more 
governmental units in the state 
is a result of the state's growth, 
On the other hand, consolida- 
tion and phasing-out of some 
units are also significant forc- 
es. 

“Nationally, the number of 
these local government units 
stands at 81,000, some 10,000 
less than five years ago. 

"Florida's local government- 
al unit total is made up of 383 
cities, 67 counties and 310 spe- 
cial districts. These figures 
show a net gain of 17 new 
cities and 46 new special dis- 
tricts.since 1962. The special 
districts have been established 
for hospitals, fire protection. 
sewerage, conservation of na- 
tural resources and for other

THE FARM FRONT 
ZONING LAW TO BENEFIT FARMERS 


By Оов Conner 

Commissioner of Agriculture 

Bona fide farmers stand to 
benefit from the 1967 agricul- 
tural zoning law — particular- 
ly if Florida's county tax as- 
sessors streamline compliance 
procedures for those concerned. 

Under the new law, farmers 
must file an annual return with 
their county tax assessor, claim- 
ing their land's use as agri- 
cultural, if they are to main- 
tain an ag-zoning classification 
for tax assessment purposes. 

The application form will 
surely be money-in-the-bank 
in the same vein as the annual 
homestead-exemption claim 


form is for the householder in 
our state 
The new farm-use claim 


form is new paper work for 
the Florida farmer. 

1 don't believe anyone wants 
to create any more red tape 
than is absolutely necessary to 
make the new law work. 

Thus, | expect the tax as- 
sessors will generally be willing 
to consider a series of recom- 


mendations which 1 herewith 
offer: 
(1). The assessors should 


follow а model reporting form 
designed by the State Comp: 
troller’s office. This form would 
‘occupy no more space than the 
size of a postcard, much as the 
homestead exemption claim 
form requires. 

(2). They should mail out 
this postcard-size form to farm- 
ers in the manner that most do 
for the homesteaders. 

This paper-work short-cut 
would not be a compromis; 
with the intent of the law at 
all. 

Those heretofore farmers-in- 
name-only. as well as the bo 
derline cases, still could be rd 
quired by the County“Agricul- 
tural Zoning Board to provide 
considerably more information 
than called for on the short 
form. 

The obviously legiti- 
mate farmer's application. filled 
out in a jiffy, could be process- 
ed ina jiffy. The erstwhile ex 
Law, by contrast, would en- 
ploiter of the old Green Belt 
counter slow going. 

The new zoning law should 
be appreciated by farméks in 
the long run. even if it causes 
token inconvenience

and received in good faith

resentatives of ‘ metropolitan 
areas even were inclined to crit- 
cize the Green Belt Law as a 
boondoggle. 

There isn't enough space 
here to recount the many le- 
gitimate points in support of 
the Green Belt Law. Suffice it 
to say the law-was designed to 
benefit both producers and 
consumers by maintaining in- 
centives for farming and, at the 
sume time, protecting the food 
supply. 

But, without question. therc 
were some claiming tax conces. 
sions who didn't deserve them. 
The new zoning law is aimed 
preponderantly at. correcting 
this flaw 

Meanwhile, if the urban law- 
makers can be convinced th 
our new agricultural zoning 
law benefits only those for 
whom the. benefits are intended. 
we can be assured that the pro- 
vision will remain in our stat- 
utes indefinitely. 

And that, I'm confident, is 


what Florida farmers want most 
to preserve. 

Since the new law becomes 
effective January 1, 1968, farm- 
ers should be preparing them- 
selves for it. Those who fail to 
file the return will be ineligible 
for the agricultural land classi- 
fication. 

County agricultural agents, 
who along with the assessors 
will serve as ex-officio (non- 
voting) members of the agricul- 
tural zoning boards, have been 
thoroughly briefed on the new 
zoning provisions by the Flor- 


ida Agricultural Extension 
Service. 
The county agents. then, 


should be excellent primary 
sources of information for 
those who have an anticipated 
multitude of questions in re- 
gard to their respective coun- 
ty's procedures. 

T urge all Florida farmers to 
act soon in order to maintain 
their agricultural status for tax 
purposes.
